In your letter of the 22nd March,attaching a copy 
of a memorandum you have furnished to the Hon. J. A. Calder , 
you mention that this is in connection with proposals that 
were adopted at a conference which you held last January, the 
proceedings of which I am fully acquainted with.. In your 
letter to me of the 15th of February you only furnish an 
extract from those proceedings relative to the broadening out 


of the system of education and the formation of a Joint Committee 
of which I was to be a member. 

In my conversation with the Director of Repatriation, 
Mr. Massey, however, the subject matter which you deal with 
in your last letter was discussed. I cannot see why assistance 
should not be given to those who need it in order to complete 
the education they were undertaking at the time of enlisting 
in the Canadian Army.. If I judge Mr. Massey's ideas correctly 
he is also of the same opinion but apparently has not been 
able to convince the Government of the advisability of making 


the expense in this direction. I will, however, at the first 


Opportunity again discuss this subject with him and possibly 


with the Hon. J. A. Calder and the Director of Demobolization. 


Should any favorable developments occur I will 
immediately notify you and would be glad to be advised of any 
developments that you may become acquainted with in this 
direction.
